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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1953* 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  there  is  a  slight 
increase  of  population  from  6,344  in  1952  to  6,364  in  1953. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  adjusted  for  comparison 
with  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate  has  dropped  again  from  17.7  in  1952  to  15.2  in 
1953  and  this  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(15.5). 

The  death  rate  (6.2)  is  unusually  low  and  the  lowest  on  record. 
It  is  lower  than  last  year  (9.9)  and  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (1 1.4). 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year  of  age  (19.8)  is  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (26.8). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  as  in  the  last  few  years  were  from 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

The  extension  of  the  water  main  has  been  carried  out  to  cover 
the  building  programme.  The  Approval  of  the  Ministry  has  been 
obtained  for  the  whole  of  the  area  scheme  to  improve  the  water 
supply  of  the  southern  and  Forest  sections  of  the  district. 

The  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  works 
was  completed. 

The  examination  of  samples  of  ice  cream  was  satisfactory,  and 
all  premises  have  a  high  degree  of  cleanliness. 

During  the  year  47  new  houses  were  completed,  making  a  total 
of  348  houses  completed  in  the  Post  War  Period,  290  of  these 
houses  being  completed  by  the  local  authority. 
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The  total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  264  and  the  number  of  applications  received  was 
62.  The  reduction  of  figures  for  applications  was  due  to  re¬ 
registration,  and  these  figures  now  represent  bona  fide  applicants. 

343  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified.  256  Measles, 
44  Whooping  Cough,  22  Scarlet  Fever,  12  Pneumonia,  7  Erysipelas, 
1  Food  Poisoning,  1  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  There  were  no  deaths,  and 
10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  Measles  was 
prevalent  in  January,  February  and  March  and  Whooping  Cough 
in  June,  July  and  August  1953.  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  intervals 
during  the  year.  This  is  the  first  occasion  in  which  a  case  of  Food 
Poisoning  was  notified,  in  this  case  caused  by  Salmonella  Typhi- 
murium. 

2  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  but  it  is  a 
disappointment  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  number  of 
children  receiving  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  Unless  these 
figures  can  be  increased  there  may  be  a  dangerously  high  percentage 
of  children  susceptible  to  diphtheria  in  the  community. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff'  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their  willing  help 
and  co-operation. 

Finally  1  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R  B.  Jones  for  his  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  throughout  the  year  and  to  you,  Gentlemen,  for  your  kindness 
and  co-operation.
